In adopting those 
two resolutions, the conven- 
tion’s thousand delegates rep- 
resenting nearly a third of 
the national membership of 
the AFL, voted for a series 
of other resolutions which to- 
gether round out an aggres- 
sive program of unity in la- 
bor’s ranks to prosecute the 
struggle against Hitlerism. 
Adoption of all resolutions |; 
was by. unanimous vote ex- 
cept for a few isolationists 
who dissented on urging aid 
to countries fighting Hitler. 
The vote on that resolution 
eame after a brief, but spir- 
‘ited debate, when delegate 
Henry D. O Connell, presi- 
dent of the Rochester Central 
Labor Council, outlined a 


typical Lindbergh Wheeler 
line, particularly opposing in- 
clusion of the Soviet Union

The resolution on the eight 
points also proposed a ninth 
point, prqviding for a place 
to American labor at the con- 
ference table After Hitler's 
defeat, and for inclusion of a 
provision that would guar- 
antee the existence of free 
trade unions throughout the 
world.

OFFER REWARD 

The railroad saboteurs have been 
so active around Paris that the 
Prefect of the Paris police, Admiral 
Bard, recently offered a reward: of 
1,000,000 francs (normally about two 
cents a franc) for information lead- 
ing to the arrest of the alleged 
“Communists” blamed for wrecks. 

The announcement of the execu- 
tions in Paris, first direct result of 
Stuelpnagel’s decree, said the two 
alleged Communists were arrested 
last Sunday night, judged immedi- 
ately by a German court martial 
and executed at dawn Monday. 
The condemned men were Henry 
Gautherot and Szmul Tysselman, 
the latter a Jewish emigre. 

The United Press dispatch re- 
veals, despite the Vichy censor- 
ship and attempts to distort the 
facts, the terror through which 
the Hitler regime and its puppet, 
Petain, are trying to crush the 
resistance of the French people.

PEASANTS DESTROY TANKS 


The communique said the Ger- 
mans landed a detachment of 20 
small tanks by air near the Ukrai- 
nian town K.“ Sixteen tanks were 
quickly destroyed by an extermina- 
tion battalion, the account said, and 
four others which escaped to the 
woods were destroyed by bottles of 
benzine hurled by peasants. 

Praise was given to the anti-air- 
craft battery of Senior Lieut. Male- 
yev, which shot down three German 
dive-bombers attempting to attack 
Soviet tanks and infantry crossing 
the river “D” (possibly the Dnieper). 

The official estimate of the Ger- 
man casualties, 500,000 above the 
previous figure, was given by the 
official spokesman, S. A. Lozovsky. 

“Humanity knows no war during 
which in such a short period an 
army has suffered such 
losses,” Lozovsky, Foreign  Vice- 


Soviet forces blew up all warships 
under construction in the Black Sea 
port and naval base of Nikolaev 
and destroyed the shipyards before 
abandoning the port to the Ger- 
mans, Lozovsky said tonight. 


DENY SHIPS TAKEN 


Lozovsky denied German claims 
that Nazi forces had captured eight 
new warships under construction in 
Nikolaev, including a 35,000-ton 
battleship and a heavy cruiser as 
well as several submarines. — 

Every shipyard containing uncom- 
pleted vessels was blown up, he said. 

The assertion that the Red Army 
was giving a good account of itsélf 
at Odessa followed reports that Red 
Army cou -attacks had stemmed 
a German t east of Smolensk, 
freeing Moscow of any immediate 
threat. Leningrad, however, admit- 
tedly was in imminent danger as 
enemy forces drove on the old tsar - 
ist capital from three directions. 

Lozovsky said the Germans were 
“nowhere near” Kiev, Ukrainian 
capital.

Oil Rationing 
Is Necessary 


»The news is that the oil shortage in the 


East is getting more acute. 
The problem of oil shortage is not merely: * 
a technical question to be decided upon in 


the abstract, with oil consumpfion mean- 
_while untouched as if there were no national 


emergency. It is quite plain that there has 
got to be a rationing of oil so that defense 
requirements get first and adequate atten- 
tion right now. Any efforts to becloud this 
fact hurt the national interest. 

That doesn’t mean, of course, that every- 
thing is perfect in the way the problem is 
being handled. Instead of the hit-and-miss 
method which seems to be now employed, 
the government should quickly work out a 


comprehensive plan in which all the forces 


in the industry are called in with labor ex- 
ercising an important voice in the decisions. 

Such a plan will consider the problem 
realistically, taking into account the avail- 


able and potential supply, the necessary in- 


creases in production and transportation and 
the dislocations invol ing the workers. The 


displaced workers are necessary to the de- 


fense effort, and the government has the re- 
sponsibility of seeing that they do not bear 
unequal burdens and that their skill and 
energy are not lost or wasted by dislocations 
caused by necessary rationing.

tained in the resolutions as published in the 
press. To the contrary, the declarations of 
the Central Verein convention seem to be 
pre-occupied with complaints about the 
course of the Roosevelt administration in 
attempting to halt Hitler. 

It is unfortunate that the Central Verein 
has, to this extent, added fuel to the fires 
of the appeasers. German Catholics have 
felt the iron heel of Nazi tyranny. They have 
seen the rough treatment accorded such rep- 
resentatives of the Catholic Church as Car- 
dinal Innitzer of Vienna. They have heard 
the denunciation of the Hitlerite persecu- 
tions against Catholics, uttered by the 
Bishops of Germany. It would seem that 
German-American Catholics above all would 
rally to the defense of America against Hit- 
lerite aggression, anne and com- 
pletely. 

The welfare of 1 Cath- 
olics (as of all American Catholics) lies in 
the stand taken against Hitlerism by the 
late George Cardinal Mundelein of Chicago. 
It lies in the position expressed by Justice 
-Frank Murphy this week before the Knights 
of Columbus. It is from the Catholic masses 
of this country that can be expected to come 
some of the most fervent response to the 
nation’s determination to bring about the 
military destruction of Hitlerism. 

This is not the time that any American 
organization, no matter of what character, 
can be patient with the agents of Hitler 
within its ranks, The German-American 
Catholies—as much as any other group 
will take stock, we are sure, of the pro-Hit- 
lerite propagandists in their midst. It is

But the unanimity of catcalls that greeted even this second expla -

Ironically enough, 
the man who put him in OB, Charlie Comiskey, was the man 
who led the insurgents in getting him out. 

Ban often said he never knew what caused the enmity. But he did 
offer this yarn as a clue.

Charles Glenn on Armstrong’: s Comeback: 


(Commenting on the comeback 
plans of Henry Armstrong, Charles
